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Clark Hill Delay 
In Public Interest! 


Decision by the Department of the 
Interior to delay final action over dis- 
position of power in Georgia from the 
Clark Hill hydroelectric reservoir for a 
period of 30 days is, we believe, proper 
and in the public interest, as well as in the 
interest of all concerned. 


The reservoir, built with public funds, 
is governed by the Flood Control Act of 
1944. The Rural Electric Cooperatives in 
the state insist that preference in the sale 
of power derived from public construction 
must*go to public bodies and cooperatives 
serving farmers and rural communities. 


The Department of Interior apparently 
takes the position that since the REA co- * * . 
ops do not have facilities to transmit the 
power, the contract can be given to the 
private utility company in Georgia. 

Obviously, as the Department of In- 
terior itself admits, the problem is not en- 
airely clear. The co-ops are studying pos- 
sible suits in federal courts to nullify the 
expected Interior decision. 

The dispute is an old and historic one. 

It all stems back to the waters which 
run ‘in rivers. Should rivers be devel- 
oped by the government on a broad scale, 
including flood control, or developed by 
private utilities for power purposes only? 
And, again, when the government does 
develop such a project, who should have 
preference in using the power generated 
therefrom? 

The issue is the preference customer. 

Both private and public power adher- 
ents have strong advocates. The REA has 
been one of the nation’s greatest assets. We 
think it ‘beneficial to both parties con- 
cerned that there be a delay. And we 
urge that the findings be made fully pub- 
lic and that they be presented in a man- 
ner understandable to the people.

The Georgia law says that with 
two state offices—governor and 
United States senator—a candidate 
is nominated only if he gets a ma- 
jority of the state’s 410 county 
unit votes.

Will Butord Dam 
Ever Get Done? 


The point of view of engineers, who are no- 
toriously hard-headed as well as hairy-eared, may 
assure the completion of Buford dam within the 


lifetime of our generation. 


The dam, which is of extreme importance to Atlanta, Columbus 
and all other points along the Chattahoochee, is not as venerable as 
the unfinished memorial to the Confederacy on Stone Mountain, but 
it is beginning to remind people of that tragic piece of carving. 


One day it’s going to be built. 
The next day, work will be halted, 
halved, or speeded up according 
to who is doing the talking in 
Washington. No group has come 
along yet to blow up what has been 
done in order to start all over 
again as happened at Stone Moun- 
tain, but the way things are look- 
ing this could happen any day. 

Out of all this confusion comes 
order and calm in the person of 
Mr. W. W. Horner of St. Louis. Mr. 
Horner is a member of a commit- 
tee under former President Her- 
bert Hoover studying the water re- 
sources of the land. The group is 
approaching the problem from an 
engineering, rather than a _ politi- 
cal point of view, and will recom- 
mend to Congress that it does like- 
wise. 

Mr. Horner was in Atlanta for 
the meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, an organi- 
zation of men who plan what they 
are going to do first, and then go 
ahead and finish the job. He would 
like to see the federal government 
build dams that way. In other 
words, Congress should appropri- 
ate enough money at the start to 
finish the dam instead of nickeling 
and dimeing the project to death 
over a number of years. 

Feast, famine and politics have 
been the lot of Buford dam. A 
committee recommends a_ large 
sum to carry on the work for a 
year. Another committee trims it 
down. The President then recom- 
mends. A conference committee 
compromises, and nobody, least of 
all the people who need to see the 
dam finished, knows what's going 
on.

This equivocal status has been 
met nobly by Georgia’s Congress- 
men and two Senators. If the time 
they spent trying to get appropri- 
ations pushed through for the dam 
could be capitalized it would 
amount to enough dollars to finish 
the structure, power house and all, 
this year. If the time spent by 
Mayor Hartsfield in Washington, 
along with the time of other civic 
leaders could be capitalized too, 
there would be enough money to 
build a few more dams between 
Atlanta, Columbus and Apalachi- 
cola, and give us barge navigation 
to the Gulf. 

Dams like Buford are built by 
federal appropriations for several 
purposes including power, naviga- 
tion, flood control, recreation, and 
politics. In the case of Buford, it’s 
the key to the river. Jim Woodruff 
dam, now building below Colum- 
bus, needs it. Atlanta particularly 
needs it, for one of Buford's side- 
lines will be to act as a reservoir 
for Atlanta’s water system. The 
city gets bigger and thirstier every 
year, but the Chattahoochee re- 
mains constant. There's plenty of 
water, but the flow is haphazard, 
and the period of Atlanta's great- 
est need usually is the time when 
the river runs lowest. 


It would be great if Mr. Horner’s 
view prevailed upon Congress. 
Dams then would be built only 
where needed, and would be com- 
pleted in a hurry. At the present 
rate, some genius will have dis- 
covered substitutes for both elea 
tricity and water before Buford is 
done, and what. a lot of wasted con-

Georgia public health authorities are alarmed over a 
scheduled federal budget cut that will slash tuberculosis | 
control funds for this state by $74,800 during the fiscal) 
wee year 1954-55. 

This reduction in the Eisenhower | 
administration budget will reduce) 
Georgia's federal aid for the war| 
on tuberculosis by 62 per cent, | 
from $120,200 this year to only $45,- 
400 next year. 

Georgia's share of federal money 
for this purpose already had been 
reduced gradually from a peak of 
$239,504 in 1949-50. | 

It will mean a 28 per cent cut | 
in the State Department of Public) 
Health's present over-all budget of 
$267,253 for tuberculosis control, | 
exclusive of Battey State Hospital| 
expenditures. 

State health officials term the cut 
“serious’’ and a “backward step” 
in joint state-county efforts to con- 
trol the disease that killed more! 
than 467 Georgians last year and| 
infected more than 2,000 other per- 
sons. 

There are more than 12,000 tu- 
berculosis cases in the state now 
that need medical and nursing su- 
pervision and only 2,300 are hos 
pitalized, according to Dr. T. F. 
Sellers, director of the State Health 
Department. 

“The cut in federal funds means 
that local communities must as 
sume greater responsibility for tu- 
berculosis control,”’ he said.

A multimillion-dollar street improvement program 
is vital to Atlanta’s continued growth, City Traffic Engi- 
meer Kar! Bevins declared here yesterday. 

Bevins said Atlanta's traffic} 


Joad is ‘‘already greater than the 
Useful capacity of the city’s 
streets.” 

Unless ‘‘immediate’’ improve- 
ments are forthcoming, the traf- 
fic engineer said, the city will be 
unable to meet traffic demands 
that a team of experts have esti- 
mated are “inevitable by 1980.” 

Bevins outlined broad general 
remedies prepared recently by 
private consultants and _ local 
private and public traffic agencies 
studying Atlanta’s traffic woes. 
A major street plan compiled 
by this group includes proposals 
for: (1) New by-pass, cross-town, 
and belt line streets to carry 
traffic around congested down- 
town business sections; (2) addi- 
tions to the Expressway; (3) im- 
provements to existing radial 
streets and the building of new 


gtreets; (4) widening of existing | 


streets. 


The traffic engineer stressed | 
that suggested improvements and | 
the recommendation for immedi-' 
ate action came not from him 
Alone but from ‘‘the entire team’’ 
that has been studying traffic 
problems here.

Combined with 
sliced bananas and custard and 
topped with meringue the cake 
becomes a cream pie. Chocolate 
cake is suggested but any flavor 
may be used. 

1. Prepare thin custard by 
blending, in a heavy saucepan, 
4 cup sugar, 2 tablespoons corn- 
starch, % teaspoon salt, and 2 
beaten egg yolks. Slowly add 2 
cups milk, stirring constantly 
over medium heat. Bring to boil, 
then boil 1 minute, while. stir- 
ring. 

2. Remove thickened custard 
from heat; stir in 1 tablespoon 
butter or margarine, 4 teaspoon 
each vanilla and almond extract. 
Cut large pieces of leftover iced 
or plain chocolate cake, and 
place in casserole or deep pie 
plate. Remove skin from 2 large 
bananas. 

3. Slice the bananas into 
chunks and scatter them between 


_ and on top of cake pieces. Pour 


hot custard over all. Beat 2 egg 
whites until stiff, but not dry, 
gradually beating in % cup 
sugar. Spread meringue over top 
of dessert, touching edge of bak 
ing dish all around. 

4. Bake in a 325 degree oven, 
10 to 15 minutes, or until me 
ringue is touched with brown.
